SAIGON (A P) — American 
B52 bombers pounded Viet Cong 
infiltration routes around Saigon 
with 150 tons of bombs today, as 
the enemy shelled several cities 
and allied positions and ground 
forces engaged in sharp clashes. 


The rolling thunder of the 
500-pound bombs was clearly 
heard in the capital as the 
bombers 
made 
two 
strikes 
about 20 miles northwest of the 
city. 
Twenty enemy mortar rounds 
hit the southern fringe of Sai­ 
gon, wounding two policemen 
and six South Vietnamese civil­ 
ians. About 60 Chinese-made 107 
mm rockets struck the Bien Hoa 
airbase 15' miles north of Sai­ 
gon, but U.S. spokesmen said 
they inflicted no casualties or 
damage.

A 100-acre blaze — worst of a dozen or so brush 
fires in this area — destroyed stands of eucalyptus 
trees in a city park in the City of Industry, threat­ 
ening homes on the south side of “ P ” Hill in La 
Puente for a time on Friday. 


The big fire, reported just before 1 p.m., brought 
a dozen fire companies to the scene, and two heli­ 
copters making water drops.

Firemen were kept busy in San Dimas, La Verne 
and Pomona, too, on Friday afternoon. 


The largest of these was a four-acre grass fire 
at 2 p.m. along the Pacific Electric Railroad tracks 
near San Dimas Canyon Road and Arrow Highway 
in La Verne, where three of five spot fires started 
along the tracks, apparently from a hot box on a 
train. 
San Dimas had three small fires of its own dur­ 
ing the afternoon, a tree stump at Puddingstone 
Lake and spot grass fires at 435 E. Base Line Rd. 
and at 3rd and Acacia streets. 


In Pomona, firemen put out grass fires at 380 
E. Phillips Blvd. and a backyard grass fire at 1327 
W. 11th St. 
At the Phillips Boulevard location, firemen saved 
several old sheds in the fire area, which covered 
an area of 200 by 250 feet.

both Negroes, were convicted 
today of conspiring to murder 
moderate civil rights leaders 
Roy Wilkins and Whitney Young 
Jr. 


An all-male jury returned a 
guilty verdict after deliberating 
for more than 10 hours. 


The trial in Queens Supreme 
Court ended Friday after eight 
days of testimony. 


Each man faces up to seven 
years in prison. No date for sen­ 
tencing was set immediately. 


Ferguson, 46, who was sus­ 
pended as assistant principal of 
a Queens public school following 
his arrest a year ago, and Har­ 
ris, 22, were among 16 persons 
rounded up and accused in con­ 
nection with the plot, 
Wilkins is executive director 
of the National Association for 
the 
Advancement of Colored 
People, and Young is executive 
director of the National Urban 
League. Both men testified dur­ 
ing the trial. 
Pending sentencing, Ferguson 
and Harris remained free in 
$20,000 bail each. 
Ferguson, Harris and others 
face criminal anarchy charges 
in another indictment, The con­ 
stitutionality of this indictment 
is being tested in federal court. 
The

contended, 
chiefly through testimony of un­ 
dercover city detective Edward

How lette, 
that Ferguson 
and Harris, along with How- 
lette, were members of a “ ter­

BOSTON (A P) - Baby doctor 
Benjamin Spock, Yale Universi­ 
ty Chaplain William Sloane Cof­ 
fin Jr., and two others have 
been convicted of conspiracy to 
counsel young men to evade the 
draft. A fifth defendant was ac­ 
quitted. 
“ My main defense,” Spock 
said, “ was that I believed a citi­ 
zen must work against a war he 
feels is contrary to international 
law. The court Jias decided to 
feel differently.” 
After the conviction Friday 
night by an all-male federal 
jury, Spock’s counsel, Leonard 
Boudin, and defense attorneys 
for the other three said there 
would be an appeal to the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The 
four men were expected to car­ 
ry their appeal to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, if necessary, as 
part of their opposition to the 
Vietnam war. 
Others Convicted 
Convicted with Coffin and the 
65-year-old 
pediatrician 
were 
Michael Ferber, 23, a Harvard 
graduate student, and Mitchell 
Goodman, 
44, 
a 
writer 
and 
teacher from Temple, Maine. 
Marcus Raskin, 34, a Wash­ 
ington research director, was 
found innocent by the jury after 
seven hours and 20 minutes of 
deliberation. 
The trial 
began 
May 20 and lasted four weeks. 
Raskin walked from the 12th 
floor courtroom in federal court­ 
house, his head down and tears 
in his eyes. 
“ I feel very good for myself,” 
he said in a choked voice, “ and 
badly for the others.” 
Raskin’s lawyer, Calvin Bart­ 
lett, maintained during the trial 
that Raskin was not part of any 
conspiracy and barely knew his 
co-defendants. 
Sentencing July 10 
U.S. District Judge Francis J. 
W. Ford ordered Spock and the 
other three freed in personal re­ 
cognizance until sentencing on 
July 10. They face maximum 
sentences of 
five-year prison 
terms and $10,000 fines. 
The jury, in a list of findings 
on specific charges made in the 
indictment, 
found 
that 
Spock 
and the other three conspired to 
counsel, aid and abet Selective 
Service registrants to refuse or 
evade duties under the Selective 
Service Act, 
“ My belief has always been,” 


Coffin said, “ that the issues we 
wanted to bring before the court 
were never argued. That’s the 
legality and constitutionality of 
the war and the draft. Perhaps 
the appeals level is the place to 
do it.” 
Later, at a news conference 
on the first floor of the court­ 
house Coffin added, “ I speak for 
all.

Important Victory 


Coffin added he was “ abso­ 
lutely delighted” that Raskin 
was acquitted and described the 
acquittal as “ an important vic­ 
tory for the First Amendment,” 
which guarantees free speech. 
“ If the jury had found all five 
of us guilty there would have 
been the danger of an epidemic 
of indictments against people 
who are protesting the draft and 
the war.” 
Ferber also said it was “ im­ 
portant that one of us was found 
innocent.” 
“ Marc got off and he certain­ 
ly should have,” Ferber said. 
“ He felt worse than the rest of 
us, because of the solidarity 
that has grown up between us 
since our indictment. We all 
thought it would have been good 
to stand or fall together.” 
Goodman, his arm around his 
wife 
Denise, 
told 
newsmen: 
“ The Vietnam war is an over­ 
whelming atrocity which is dis­ 
honoring our country. My feel­ 
ing remains that a man has to 
live by his conscience.” 
Judge Ford had ruled that the 
legality of the Vietnam war and 
of Selective Service laws were 
not issues in the case. 
After they left the courthouse, 
Spock and his wife Jane, the 
Goodmans, Ferber and a num­ 
ber of defense lawyers went to a 
cocktail 
lounge. 
When 
Spock 
danced with his wife there was 
applause and cheering. 
In its findings on the indict­ 
ment returned last January, the 
jury found that the four con­ 
spired to hinder and interfere 
with the administration of the 
Selective Service Act, 
The jury found that the four 
did not “ counsel” registrants to 
neglect to carry Selective Serv­ 
ice registration certificates and 
found they conspired to aid and 
abet such actions.
